- SUtes-le-prepared-to-use-'-'olt- forcea- 
nccc5Sor>'" to repulse a -Warsaw Pact 
attack on America's North Atlantic allies, 
President Carter told the NATO ministers 
summit today: 

• "An attack on Europe," Carter told the 
worid leaders, "would have, the full 
consequences of an attack on the United 
States.' ''U.S. forces, including nuclear 
weapons. Carter assured' his audience, 
"will be fully odcqubte." 

He said this week's Jwo-day summit 
tllusjralcs "the magnitude of the challen- 
ges m; faccTThey do not justify alarm, but 

- theystrengthenourresoive;" 

"We must prepare to, fight Inorc 
effectively together as an oljiance," he 
said. "We must markedly Improve our 
ability to work together on the bat- 
tlefield." 

, The president told the gathering he had 
concluded uten he took office that the 
United States sboultL-givV-top priority to 
" the defense of Western Europe bccaiise'lhe' 

- •Warsaw-Pact-rratlo iis;' es p ecially:;3he' 
Soviet Unlpn, <'have steadily expanded

"They arc now able to attack with'large 
armored forces more rapldlj'^tban we 
previously believed," he said.
